Glasgow,  Jult  2,  1853. 

The  Delegates  from  the  various  Branches  met  in  Mr  Carrick's  Hall, 
24  Stockwell  Street,  and  reported  the  various  items  connected  with  their 
Branches,  and  paid  over  the  monies  for  the  several  funds.  The  Branches 
were  represented  as  being  generally  in  good  standing  ;  and  the  Saints 
determined  to  do  their  duty  in  all  things.  The  Meeting  was  addressed  by 
President  Martin,  for  a  short  time,  on  the  necessity'of  paying  to  the 
Funds  of  the  Church,  as  there  are  a  great  many  things  to  be  done  which 
could  not  be  done  without  means.  He  expressed  his  feelings  to  the 
Presidents  of  Branchss,  respecting  money  matters,  and  called  their 
attention  to  the  Book  and  Star  Debt,  which  had  been  comparativelj' 
neglected.  He  also  counselled  the  Elders  to  spread  out  and  preach  to  the 
people,  in  the  various  placea  where  they  had  not  heard  the  Gospel.  The 
Meeting  was  then  addressed  by  Pastor  Campbell  and  Elder  Brevverton 
respectively,  who  gave  suitable  instructions  to  the  Delegates  present ; 
after  which  the  meeting  was  adjourned  until  eleven  o'clock  on  Sunday, 
July  3.

The  Conference  was  called  to  order  by  President  Edward  Martin, 
with  Singing  and  Prayer,  &c.,  when  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Elder  Martin  Preside. 
Resolved,  That  Elder  Patrick  Lynch,  Clerk. 

President  Martin  then  arose  and  said  : — "  Beloved  Saints, — It  gives  me 
feelings  of  joy  to  meet  with  so  many  of  you  in  this  hall  this  morning. 
I  have  not  had  the  privilege,  since  my  return  from  the  Land  of  Zion,  of 
seeing  such  a  numerous  host  of  saints  together,  as  is  here  at  this  time. 
I  feel  the  spirit  of  the  Lord  to  be  in  our  assembly,  and  I  hope  it  will 
remain  with  us  throughout  our  conference.  I  feel  the  responsibility  that 
rests  upon  me  as  an  individual,  and  my  own  weakness  to  do  those  things 
that  are  required  of  me  ;  but  1  feel  to  have  confidence  in  the  God  I  serve, 
and  I  know  that  he  will  direct  and  uphold  me.  We  have  met  in  con- 
ference this  morning,  for  the  purpose  of  doing  Church  business  ;  and 
also  to  lay  before  you  those  things  that  tend  to  our  elenial  salvation. 


This  privilege  to  me  is  a  source  of  joy  and  gratification  ;  and,  as  we  are 
governed  by  different  laws  from  those  of  the  world,  viz.,  by  the  laws  of 
Israel's  God,  we  shall  lay  all  our  Reports  before  you,  (or  read  them  in 
your  hearing,)  both  Statistical  and  Financial,  that  you  may  know  that  we 
are  faithful  servants,  over  that  which  the  Lord  has  given  into  our  charge  ; 
and  that  you  may  know  also,  that  the  means  which  you  have  contributed, 
has  been  remitted  for  the  desired  object.  This  is  a  privilege  which  the 
Latter-day  Saints  have,  not  only  to  know  the  doctrines  revealed,  but  to 
know,  and  understand,  all  the  Financial  matters  in  the  Branch  and  Con- 
ference, to  which  they  are  connected.  I  am  your  Servant,  and  I  am 
amenable  to  you,  for  that  which  you  entrust  to  my  care ;  and  I  am 
amenable  to  those  over  me,  for  the  safe  delivery  of  the  same  ;  and  am 
amenable  to  my  God,  for  the  Stewardship  with  which  he  has  entrusted 
me  ;  and  I  desire  to  do  all  that  I  do,  in  a  straightforward  manner,  so  that 
I  may  be  ready,  at  any  time,  (if  called  in  question,)  to  give  an  account 
of  all  matters  committed  to  my  care.  I  have  a  desire  this  day  to  give 
you  a  faithful  account  of  all  matters  that  pertain  to  this  Conference  ;  and 
after  the  Conference  is  over,  if  any  of  you  are  dissatisfied  with  any 
transaction,  or  step  taken,  and  you  wish  further  information,  if  you  will 
apply  to  me,  I  will  explain,  (as  far  as  is  in  my  power,)  more  satisfactorily. 
I  feel  a  peace  of  mind  this  morning  which  the  world  cannot  give,  or  take 
away :  and  I  believe  that  I  have  your  confidence,  as  being  worthy  of  the 
standing  which  I  hold.  If  I  did  not  believe  this  to  be  the  case,  I  should 
have  a  desire  to  be  removed  from  the  station  that  I  now  occupy,  to  some 
other  one.  My  prayer  is  continually,  that  we  may  work  the  works  of 
righteousness,  so  that  we  may  grow  in  grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of 
the  truth,  as  it  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  and  continue  faithful  unto  the 
end.  Let  us  have  your  faith  and  prayers  to-day,  so  that  the  spirit  of  the 
Lord  may  put  it  into  our  hearts  to  instruct  you  on  those  things  you  stand 
in  need  of;  and  this  being  so,  there  will  be  a  portion  of  meat  to  all,  in 
due  season  ;  and  we  shall  receive  the  smile  and  approbation  of  the 
GUEAT  I  AM,  who  rules  and  reigns  in  the  heavens,  and  controls  all 
matter  in  the  vast  expanse  of  space.  I  will  now  proceed,  and  lay  before 
you  the  various  authorities  of  the  Church,  which  the  Lord  hath  placed 
over  us,  and  it  is  for  you  to  show,  by  your  vote,  whether  you  are  willing 
to  sustain  them  in  their  respective  callings. 

The  following  resolutions  were  then  put  to  the  meeting : — 

1st, — Resolved,  That  we  sustain  President  Brigham  Young,  with  his 
Councillors,  Heber  C.  Kimball  and  Willard  Richards,  as  the  First 
Presidency  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints,  in  all  the 
World. 

2d, — Resolved,  That  we  sustain  Father  John  Smith,  as  Presiding 
Patriarch. 

3d, — Resolved,  That  we  sustain  the  Quorom  of  the  Twelve  Apostles, 
with  Orson  Hyde  their  President. 

4th, — Resolved,  That  we  sustain  Elder  Samuel  W.  Richard,  and  his 
Councillors  Daniel  Spencer  and  John  Van  Cott,  as  the  Presidency  of 
the  Church  of  Je^us  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints,  in  the  British  Isles. 

5th, — Resolved,  That  we  sustain  Elder  Robert  Campbell,  as  tlie 
Pastor  of  the  Church  in  Scotland. 


6th, — Resolved,  That  we  sustain  Elder  Edward  Martin,  as  the 
President  of  the  Glasgow  Conference. 

7th, — Resolved,  That  we  sustain  Elder  Patrick  Lynch,  as  Secretary 
of  the  Glasgow  Conference. 

8th, — Resolved,  That  we  sustain  Robert  Kirkwood,  as'  Conference 
Book  and  Star  Agent ;  also  as  Treasurer  for  the  Temple  Fund. 

9th, — Resolved,  That  we  sustain  William  J.  Anderson,  as  the 
Treasurer  for  the  Perpetual  Emigration  Fund. 

10th, — Resolved.  That  we  sustain  the  various  Travelling  Elders,  and 
the  Presidents  of  Branches,  in  this  Conference. 

The  President  then  requested  Pastor  Campbell  to  speak,  who  came 
forward  and  said  : — "  My  Beloved  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  the  Lord, — It  is 
with  pleasure  I  stand  before  you,  and  behold  the  countenances  of  so 
many  people  who  worship  the  same  God.  It  causes  joy  and  gladness  to 
pervade  me,  being  sensible  of  the  influence  that  is  with  you.  I  wonder 
if  the  children  of  men  knew  of  the  influence  that  is  here,  would  they 
continue  in  their  sin  and  wickedness?  They  ask  us  for  miracles,  but  if 
they  were  here  this  morning,  and  had  their  e3'es  opened,  they  would  see 
one.  Hundreds  met  here  to  serve  the  same  God,  possessing  his  holy 
spirit — inspired  men  and  women.  Search  ail  the  congregations  in 
Scotland,  and  you  will  not  find  a  people  with  the  same  amount  of  love 
that  this  people  have ;  and  this  is  the  testimony  we  have.  .John  knew  by 
the  same  testimony,  that  they  were  of  God,  for  they  loved  one  another  ; 
and  by  this  we  know  also.  We  are  the  servants  of  God,  and  desire  to 
minister  to  you  as  you  need,  and  what  you  may  be  in  darkness  and  doubt 
on.  I  feel  that  things  are  right  here.  President  Martin  feels  after  you, 
and  he  bears  your  burdens.  He  has  your  confidence,  and  you  have  his  ; 
and  though  you  have  uot  come  up  in  money  matters  this  last  quarter, 
you  will  do  it  j'et.  He  says  he  let  the  reins  slack  at  first,  and  it  was 
right ;  but  now  he  will  turn  a  new  leaf  and  preach  money  matters  to  you, 
as  1  did  when  I  came  here  :  I  dispensed  salvation  to  the  people,  and 
money  came  in  its  place.  The  building-up  of  God's  kingdom  on  earth, 
and  money  matters,  are  inseparably  connected.  God  wants  a  temple 
built,  wherein  to  reveal  his  mind,  and  endow  his  people  with  power  from 
on  high.  We  are  all  engaged  in  this  woik,  and  we  must  have  our  pockets 
engaged  in  it  with  our  hearts.  We  are  commanded  to  love  the  Lord 
with  all  our  might,  mind,  and  strength  ;  and  can  a  man  love  the  Lord  so, 
if  he  loves  his  pocket  better,  and  sees  to  its  interests  more.  We  are  poor 
as  far  as  money,  houses,  and  lands  are  concerned ;  and  yet  God  has  called 
us  to  build  up  his  kingdom,  for  he  knew  we  never  had  means  to  set  our 
hearts  on.  I  find  generally,  that  when  men  in  this  churcii  fall  heir  to 
monej',  they  become  ungovernable,  and  eventually  go  out  of  the  church. 
I'll  say  nothing  more  at  present  on  these  matters,  but  speak  something 
that  is  in  mj'  mind.  It  is  plurality  of  wives.  Saints  !  why  are  you 
troubled  ?  What's  the  matter  with  you  ?  "  Oh,"  says  one,  "  it  is  some- 
thing that  is  in  the  valley  that  I  can't  stand."  I  would  say  to  you  who 
believe  the  Bible,  Did  not  the  Lord  command  men  to  have  more  wives 
than  one  in  former  ages  ?  Then  why  were  you  not  troubled  ten  years 
ago,  lest  he  might  do  it  again,  seeing  he  is  uiichangable  ?  You  have 
nothing  to  do  with  it  ,in  these  lands,  only  to  believe  in  it;  and  tiie  more 


you  talk  and  grieve  over  it,  it  will  be  the  greater  snare  to  you.  You  sa)' 
you  believe  the  Bible.  Then  why  were  you  not  troubled  long  ago,  when 
you  read  of  the  blessings  conferred  on  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob  ?  You 
are  unreasonable  ;  you  must  quit  your  nonsense,  and  not  give  way  to  the 
Devil,  and  dry  up  your  grief.  Where  can  you  go,  if  you  leave  this 
church  ?  Can  you  go  to  Sectarian  churches,  and  be  happy  ?  You  know 
you  cannot  find  peace  there:  they  are  like  frosted  cabbages  to  you.  If 
you  go  to  the  Sectarian  churches,  your  children  who  know  Momionism 
will  not  go  with  you.  You  and  they  will  quarrel,  and  they  will  leave  you. 
If  you  find  brothers  or  sisters  who  are  disquieted,  and  nursing  those  evil 
feelings,  leave  them,  and  do  not  trouble  yourselves  about  them.  If  they 
come  to  your  house,  you  may  be  kind  to  them;  but  you  need  not  try  to 
make  them  understand  a  thing  they  fight  against  in  their  own  bosoms. 
Many  believe  the  principle  is  true,  and  of  God,  yet  they  war  against  it. 
To  the  Elders  and  Brethren  I  would  say,  treat  your  wives  and  families 
right,  and  they  will  love  you.  It  is  natural  for  a  woman  to  love  her  husband, 
and  if  he  treats  her  right,  she  has  more  faith  in  him  than  any  one  else. 
Ssters,  love  and  honour  your  husbands :  do  not  try  and  make  your 
husbands  look  little,  for  they  are  your  sovereigns,  and  when  husbands 
and  wives  have  the  spirit  of  the  Lord,  they  love  and  honour  each  other. 
You  who  have  a  wife  may  think  you  have  a  right  to  take  sisters  home 
with  you.  Think  a  little.  Have  you  not  all  you  can  manage  already  ? 
You  may  take  anybody  home  to  Zion  you  can.  But  the  Lord  says,  when 
he  wants  such  blessings  to  be  given,  he  will  command  his  people.  Have 
you  been  commanded  ?  Let  any  man  in  this  church  do  wrong,  aud  he 
will  feel  it,  for  the  laws  of  God  are  pure  and  holy  ;  and  if  we  sin,  behold 
its  wages  are  upon  us.  We  hear  the  Elders  who  come  from  Zion  say, 
Hands  off;  and  if  this  was  observed,  there  would  not  be  so  much  evil. 
It  will  come  in  these  lands  that  you  will  be  tied  up  stricter.  Elders,  keep 
your  hearts  and  affections  on  this  work.  The  Lord  says,  Son  and 
Daughter,  give  me  thine  heart ;  and  he  feels  jealous  of  our  affections. 
Why  are  you  discontented  ?  It  is  because  your  whole  confidence  is  not 
in  God.  When  we  have  sufficient  confidence  in  him,  we  delight  in  his 
work.  God  desires  to  bless  us,  and  make  us  like  the  angels,  and  introduce 
to  us  their  ways  and  customs,  that  he  may  come  and  talk  with  us;  and  he 
will  find  us  the  same  as  those  who  surround  his  throne;  and  when  the 
angels  come  from  Heaven,  they  will  see  that  we  have  learned  heavenly 
things,  and  have  overcome  the  evils  around  us,  for  they  have  beheld  the 
evils  by  which  we  have  been  surrounded.  And,  by  the  blessing  of  God, 
we  will  strive  against  the  evils  of  this  generation,  and  overcome.  I 
realize  your  hearts  are  set  on  the  ways  of  the  Lord,  and  I  pray  God  to 
bless  you,  in  the  name  of  Jesus.     Amen." 

President  Martin  then  arose  and  made  the  following  remarks,  which 
were  appropriate  on  the  occasion  : — "  I  will  commence  by  saying,  all  things 
are  pure  to  those  who  are  pure.  All  men  and  women  that  are  pure  before 
the  Lord,  and  whose  hearts  are  set  on  the  things  of  God,  all  things  are 
pure  to  them  ;  for  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  dwells  in  tlieir  bosom,  and  they 
will  not  give  way  to  wickedness,  and  tliey  cannot  be  led  into  evil,  for  the 
devil  h^  got  no  power  over  them.  Will  a  man  allow  himself  to  be  led 
into  evil  with  a  woman,  as  long  as  he  is  pure  before  the  Lord,  and  has 


his  heart  set  on  the  things  of  God.?     No.     And  it  is  tlie  same  with  a 
woman  whose  heart  is  pure ;  she  will  not  allow  herself  to  be  led  astray : 
for  again  I  say,  all  things  are  pure  to  the  pure ;  for  they  will  not  let 
iniquity  dwell  in  them.     Some  say,  why  was  not  the  plurality  of  wives 
preached  here  when  the  Revelation  was  first  given  ?     It  was  because  it 
was  not  for  the  people  in  these  lands  ;  it  was  only  for  them  in  Zion,  who 
had  proved  themselves  before  the  Lord,  and  were  counted  worthy  of  these 
blessings.    Then,  do  I  say  that  no  wicked  man  will  have  more  wives  than 
one?     No;  1  do  not:  for  there  are  those  of  different  nations  who  have 
them  already.     But  will  they  be  exalted  in  the  kingdom  of  God  with 
them  ?     1  answer,  no.     But  the  righteous  will  be  exalted  with  all  those 
whom  the  Lord  hath  given  them,  and  they  will  come  forth  in  the  morn- 
ing of  the  first  resurrection  to  reign  and  dwell  in  the  celestial  kingdom 
through  all  eternity.    The  purposes  of  the  Almighty  will  be  brought  about, 
and  gentiles  may  howl,  and  do  what  they  please  ;  but  the  righteous  will 
be  blessed  with  the  things  of  God,  (in  spite  of  all  the  opposition  that  can 
be  raised,)  even  the  blessings  which  was  conferred  on  Abraham,  Isaac, 
and  Jacob.     Yet  it  is  not  for  any  in  these  lands  to  claim  these  blessings 
here;  it  is  not  for  me,  and  if  I  did,  I  should  transgress  the  law  :  neither 
is  it  for  any  in  these  lands  to  make  contracts  in  view  of  these  things. 
These  things  I  felt  to  speak  to  you ;  and  I  would  further  say,  we  need 
not  borrow  any  trouble,  for  all  ihings  are  right  to  those  who  love  the 
Lord  and  keep  his  laws,  and  whatever  law  we  can  bear,  we  will  get  the 
glory  of  it,  for  the  Lord  will  reward  every  man  according  to  his  works. 
Now  to  business, — last  night  I  felt  like  speaking  harshly  to  your  delegates, 
but  it  was  given  me  to  do  so.     But  do  not  feel  bad  if  I  speak  harsh  here 
to-day.     I  am  not  perfect,  yet  I  feel  grateful  that  I  am  blessed  with  a 
little  light  and  intelligence,  and  L  know  if  I  do  not  walk  according  to  the 
light  and  intelligence  given  me  of  God,  I  will  be  condemned ;  it  will  be 
every  man  for  himself.     In  money  matters,  I  let  the  reins  run  slack  this 
last  quarter.     When  1  was  with  you  I  preached  doctrine  all  the  time,  and 
now  I  find  the  Funds  of  this  Conference  are  behind,    and  I  may   be  to 
blame.     I  will  take  a. part  of  it;  but  I  expected,  when  we  proposed  last 
quarter  to  have  a  Fund  for  the  Temple,  that  the  Presidents  of  Branches 
would  attend  to  it,  and  that  I  did  not  need  to  ;  but  I  find  that  we  will 
have  to  turn  our  attention   more   particularly  to  the    Funds  the  ensuing 
quarter.     Some  say  they  want  to  get  away  to  Zion,  and  they  want  to 
save  all  their  means.     But  I  will  tell  you,  if  means  is   wanted  in  -this 
Church,  and  3'ou  have  it  by  you,  and  will  not  help  the  Church,  it  will  be 
a  curse  to  you  from  the  time   you  put  it  in  the  chest  until  you   hand   it 
over.     That  is  truth.     It  is  right  to  go  away  to  Zion,  Vifhen  you  can;  but 
let  me  tell  you,  if  you  have  means  and  do  not  give  it  when  it  is  wanteci, 
you  will  find  it  will  canker,  and  I  may  take  the  liberty  of  using  an  expres- 
sion of  the  Martyred  Patriarch  Hyrum, — "  If  you  make  a  God  of  your 
money,  you  will  find  it  a  curse  to  you,  and  it  will  canker  and  leave  y(ui, 
and  you  will  not  know  how."     Then  let  us  help  the  work  along  while  wo 
are  here,  for  sufficient  unto  the  day  is  the  evil  thereof.     Let  all  jve  ha\  e 
to-day  be  used  to  the  building  up  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  and  tJie   .same 
to-morrow,  and  so  on.     This  is  the  way  to  be  blessed,  for  we  will  have  a 
greater  portion  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  and    will   have  wisdom    airtl   light; 
and  doctrine  will  be  made  known  to  us  by  dreams  and  by  visions,  atid

that  before  it  is  taught  publicly ;  for  tliis  is  the  privilege  of  every  saint,' 
when  they  live  pure  and  holy  before  the  Lord. 

Again  I  would  say,  there  are  none  who  have  any  business  with  the 
things  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  but  those  who  are  pure  and  holy  ;  and  if 
any  one  else  interfere  with  these  things,  they  have  no  right  to,  and  this  is 
why  they  were  not  preached  before  to  the  world,  for  these  things  are  for 
the  saints,  and  only  for  those  of  them  who  are  tried  and  proven,  and  are 
pure  in  heart ;  and  this  is  why  one  man  (even  he  who  holds  the  keys  of 
the  same)  has  the  power  invested  in  him  to  say  who  has  a  right  to  them, 
and  who  has  not. 

1  will  now  conclude,  as  our  time  for  this  morning  is  far  spent.  May 
God  bless  you  with  his  Holy  Spirit.     Amen. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  after  singing  and  prayer,  until  2  p.m. 


Apternoon,  Half-past  Two_o'Clook. 
The  Meeting  was  again  opened-  with  singing  and  prayer. 

President  Martin  arose,  and  expressed  the  joy  he  felt  at  seeing  the 
Saints  turn  out  so  well  to  the  Conference  ;  and,  as  the  business  of  the  day 
was  not  yet  finished,  he  desired  the  Saints  would  still  continue  to  mani- 
fest the  same  spirit  of  unity,  which  characterized  all  their  movements,  in 
the  preceding  part  of  the  day.  He  then  called  on  the  Travelling  Elders 
to  report  their  labours  for  the  last  quarter ;  and  also  the  condition  of  the 
Branches  in  which  they  laboured. 

Elder  John  Drennan  reported  as  follows  : — "  The  saints  in  the  district 
where  I  have  laboured,  are  the  best,  or  some  of  the  best,  people  in  this 
Conference.  I  feel  well  to  them  ;  and  if  it  be  the  will  of  those  over  me,  I  will 
willingly  go  back  to  them ;  but  I  desire  to  go  to  where  I  am  sent,  for  I 
believe  in  obedience,  and  it  is  no  use  being  anything  but  obedient  in  this 
Church,  and  if  we  tr3-  to  be  anything  else,  we  will  go  down,  and  finally 
lose  our  standing.     I  pray  that  God  may  bless  us  this  day.     Amen. 

Elder  Patrick  Lynch  : — "  I  feel  grateful  for  an  opportunity  of  speaking 
to  such  a  meeting  as  this,  and  I  can  say  that  1  never  felt  better  in  my 
life  than  at  the  present  time.  A  good  spirit  is  here,'  and  I  feel  its  influ- 
ence while  I  sit  here  writing.  I  have  travelled  in  company  with  Pi-esident 
Martin  for  some  weeks  this  last  quarter,  and  I  feel  that  I  have  partaken, 
to  a  considerable  degree,  of  the  spirit  which  he  has  always  with  him,  even 
the  spirit  of  God,  and  that  influence  I  desire  still  to  carry  with  me 
Avherever  I  go,  amongst  this  people.  In  accordance  with  my  appointment, 
1  have  been  travelling  through  all  the  Branches  of  this  Conference,  setting 
in  order  the  Branch  records ;  and  I  have  succeeded  to  some  extent  in  this 
object,  in  connection  with  my  Brother  John,  and  Elder  Drennan  ;  and  if 
it  be  the  will  of  my  brethren  who  are  over  me,  that  I  should  continue  my 
present  duties,  I  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  finish  my  work  as  regards  Brancii 
Books.  I  have  also  ministered  to  the  Saints  in  things  spiritual,  and  I 
have  rpjoicod  in  my  labours  amongst  them.     The  Saints   where  I  have 
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'been  principally,  are  a  good  people,  willing  to  do  that  which  is  right,  and 
if  they  do  not  build  up  this  Kingdom,  it  is  the  fault  of  those  who  are  over 
them.  I  have  met  with  some  who  have  got  poor  feelings,  and  who  preach 
poverty  to  the  Saints,  and  make  them  feel  poor  indeed,  when  otherwise 
they  might  be  rich  in  the  things  of  God.  I  am  desirous  to  do  that  which 
is  right,  and  what  those  who  are  over  me  in  the  Lord,  require  of  me. 
And  I  pray  that  we  may  be  blessed  while  we  further  remain  together.  I 
ask  it  in  the  name  of  Jesus.     Amen. 

The  President  then  arose  and  said  he  was  well  pleased  with  the 
labours  of  Elders  Drennan  and  Lynch ;  they  had  done  what  he  desired 
of  them  all  the  time,  and  felt  to  minister  salvation  to  the  people. 

The  census  of  Officers  present  wa^then  taken  as  follows  : — 3  Seventies ; 
62  Elders;  35  Priests;  55  Teachers;  13  Deacons. 

The  President  then  called  upon  the  Clerk  to  read  the  Statistical  and 
Financial  Report  for  the  Quarter ;  also  the  expenditure  of  the  Conference 
Fund  ;  likewise  to  give  an  account  of  the  Stock  in  the  hands  of  the  Book 
Agent,  with  a  full  statement  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Book  and  Star  Agency, 
as  audited  by  Elders  Martin,  and  Patrick  and  John  Lynch;  after  which 
the  expression  of  the  people  vvas  taken  as  to  whether  they  approved  of  the 
Expenditure  of  the  Conference  Fund,  &c.,  which  proved  satisfactory. 
The  following  measures  were  then  (brought  before  the  Conference  :  — 

Resolved, — On  motion  of  President  Martin,  that  Elder  John  Drennan 
be  appointed  to  labour  in  the  Western  District  of  this  Conference, 
namely, — Barrhead,  Paisley,  Johnstone,  Greenock,  Kilbirnie,  and  Dairy. 

Resolved, — On  motion  of  President  Martin,  that  Elder  Patrick  Lynch 
be  appointed  to  lal^our  in  the  Eastern  District,  namely, — Rutherglen, 
Tollcross,  Baillieston,  Airdrie,  Holytown,  and  Lanark. 

Resolved, — On  motion  of  President  Martin  that  Elder  Arthur  Max- 
wuLL  be  appointed  a  Travelling  Elder,  and  that  he  travel  in  Glasgow, 
Bishopbriggs,  Kirkintilloch,  Kniglitswood,  Pollockshaws,  and  Vale  of 
Leven. 

Resolved, — On  motion  of  President  Martin  that  the  Saints  of  this 
Conference,  pay  as  tything,  the  one-tenth  of  their  income  for  Temple 
Fund,  during  next  quarter. 

President  Martin  said ; — "Now  I  expect  we  shall  realize  ten  times 
more  by  next  Conference  Meeting,  than  we  represented  this  day,  for 
Temple  Fund  ;  for  what  has  been  paid  this  quarter,  is  only  about  what  I 
would  pay  for  my  own  tithing  if  I  was  in  the  Valley  ;  also,  I  have  another 
motion  to  make,  and  it  is  in  relation  to  the  Conference  Book  D^bt,  and 
you  will  remember  I  spoke  to  you  last  Conference  Meeting  about  this 
matter,  and  we  are  still  in  debt.  Some  branches  have  not  done  anything 
towards  this  ;  now  let  us  endeavour  to  clear  ourselves  of  this  debt.  I 
would  therefore  motion,  that  this  Conference  do  its  best  endeavours 
during  the  coming  quarter  to  li(juidate  the  Conference  Book- Debt — 
Seconded  and  Carried.  Also,  it  was  resolved  on  motion  that  every  saint 
in  this   Conference  do  something  for  the   Emigration    lund  the  coming 
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quarter.  President  Martin  then  informed  the  saints  that  he  with  others, 
were  forming  a  plan  of  cash-keeping  by  which  every  individual  would 
get  credit  for  what  they  pay  to  each  of  the  Funds,  and  the  same  would 
be  kept  on  record ;  and  said  : — "  I  may  here  observe,  that  as  we  have 
three  good  Travelling  Elders  now  in  this  Conference,  I  desire  that  we 
should  spread  out  a  little,  and  that  the  Travelling  Elders,  Presidents  of 
Branches,  and  their  Priesthood  should  preach  to  the  people  of  the  world." 
He  then  requested  Pastor  Campbell  to  speak. 

Pastor  Campbell  : — "  My  Brethren  and  Siters, — I  feel  to  acknowledge 
the  kindness  which  you  have  manifested  towards  me,  since  first  I  came 
into  your  midst.  There  have  been  subscriptions  taken  up  on  my  account 
in  this  Conferenee,  and  over  all  Scotland  ;  and  I  gave  a  statement  to  your 
Delegates  last  night,  as  to  the  mannai  I  had  expended  the  means  put  into 
my  hand.  I  will  now  say  something  in  relation  to  the  piotions  which 
have  been  carried  in  your  midst  to  day,  with  regard  to  the  Funds  of  the 
Church.  I  do  not  wish  you  to  feel  as  tIaouf;h  you  have  done,  or  are  doing, 
too  great  things  for  this  work.  Has  not  the  Lord  preserved  your  lives, 
and  raised  you  from  beds  of  sickness,  time  and  again,  saving  you  from 
doctors'  bills,  and  other  expenses.  Some  may  feel  it  to  be  an  oppressive 
measure,  to  require  a  tenth  of  this  poor  people's  income,  for  the  Lord's 
purposes;  yet  many  in  this  country  gave  regularly  twice  the  amount  for 
whisky.  Many  of  you.  Sisters,  can  tell  how  well  you  felt,  when  your 
husbands  had  only  consumed  one-tentli  of  their  wages  in  liquor.  Wh5'  ? 
Because  you  saw  many  around  you  giving  half  their  pay  to  the  spirit- 
dealers.  And  did  you  ever  get  any  blessings  for  such  sacrifices:'  No  ! 
When  you  have  f'nlfiUed  what  you  have  this  day  voted  to  do,  you  will  feel 
that  you  have  performed  a  good  task  ;  yet  you  can  do  it  if  you  feel  right 
all  the  time,  and  in  the  end,  you  will  realize — the  more  you  have  power 
to  build  up  the  kingdom,  the  better  you  will  feel.  I  have  prayed  here  for 
means,  to  use  for  this  Church,  though  I  can  say,  but  seldom :  far  oftener 
have  I  asked  for  wisdom,  to  use  aright  that  which  I  got,  (for  I  have  been 
liberally  dealt  with,)  and  this  fctling  should  be  with  us  all,  so  that  when 
the  time  comes  when  we  shall  be  called  to  go  to  Zion,  we  may  do  so 
vyith  minds  satisfied  in  having  done  our  duty.  My  prayer  is  for  your 
welfare.     Even  so.     Amen." 

President  Martin  then  intimated  to  the  saints,  that  there  would  be  a 
concert  on  the  4th  instant ;  and  as  there  would  be  profits  arising  from  it, 
he  would  motion,  that  the  proceeds  go  to  liquidate  the  debts  incurred  by 
Travelling  Elders,  in  procuring  tracts  for  distribution  to  the  world,  in  the 
year  1851  ;  also,  some  debt  contracted  by  the  Glasgow  Branch  at  the 
same  time  : — carried  nnanimously. 

Elder  Glasgow  arose  and  said : — "I  feel  happy  in  having  this  opportunity 
of  speaking  to  the  saints,  and  to  see  so  many  M'ho  have  taken  upon  them 
the  name  of  Jesus,  and  I  may  say  that  I  am  grateful  to  God  for  being 
permitted  to  be  amongst  you,  and  that  he  has  delivered  me  from  the 
power  of  the  destroyer.  I  know  this  is  the  work  of  the  Lord,  and  that  it 
will  roll  on  ;  and  my  desires  are  that  you  may  be  faithful  to  the  covenants 
which  you  have  made  here  to-day,  that  you  may  be  able  to  live  up  to  your 
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duties  ill  theiTi,  and  enjoy  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  and  the  influence  that 
dwells  in  Zion,  and  have  happiness  in  your  habitations,  and  be  enabled  to 
overcome  and  carry  out  the  purposes  of  God.  Our  prayer  should  ever 
be  for  those  over  us,  that  they  may  have  power  given  them  to  lead  us  out 
of  all  the  evils  by  which  we  are  surrounded.  I  wish  to  see  you  sustain 
President  Martin ;  he  is  a  man  of  God,  and  I  know  you  wjU  be  blessed 
by  his  labours  ;  and  if  you  seek  to  carry  out  his  measures,  you  will  be 
prospered,  and  you  will  be  filled  with  light  and  intelligence,  and  you  will 
understand  the  things  of  God.  Our  hearts  ought  to  be  drawn  out  to 
the  Lord,  that  we  may  be  brought  near  to  him,  and  receive  salvation  from 
the  power  of  wickedness  by  which  we  are  surrounded,  and  be  gathered 
home  to  the  land  of  Zion,  that  we  may  enjoy  the  blessings  of  Abraham, 
Isaac,  and  Jacob  ;  for  these  are  our  privileges :  but  if  we  allow  evil  and 
unholy  influences  to  dwell  with  us,  the  Lord  cannot  find  room  to  bless 
us,  or  pour  out  his  Holy  Spirit  upon  us;  and  if  we  lack  confidence  in 
those  that  are  over  us,  they  cannot  bless  us  either.  I  know  that  if  a 
man  lives  right  before  the  Lord,  he  will  have  the  Spirit  of  God  to  be  his 
constant  companion,  and  he  is  prospered  in  all  things,  and  he  is  enabled 
thereby  to  do  all  things  which  are  required  at  bis  hand,  whether  it  be  to 
pay  his  tithing  or  anything  else.  Let  us  walk  as  the  Lord  requires  us, 
through  his  servants ;  then  peace  and  love  will  prevail  amongst  us,  and 
we  will  get  above  the  low  and  degraded  position  of  the  children  of  men, 
who  live  in  lust,  &c.     May  God  bless  you  is  my  prayer.     Amen." 

Elder  Thomas  Lvon — "  I  feel  happy  this  day,  and  I  can  say  that  I 
rejoice  in  what  I  have  heard  laid  before  us  while  we  have  been  here;  for 
those  measures  which  your  President  has  laid  before  you  are  for  the 
building  up  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  this  is  the  end  for  which  w>- 
came  into  this  world  :  and  I  am  convinced  that  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord, 
which  is  with  this  people,  will  accomplish  this  object ;  but  it  is  necessary 
that  we  lean  upon  the  priesthood  which  God  has  established,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  leading  the  people  in  the  paths  of  salvation.  This  is  what  God 
desires  us  to  learn.  I  know,  that  inasmuch  as  we  are  willing  to  be  taught, 
we  will  be  enabled  to  overcome  difficulties,  and  we  will  have  cause  to 
rejoice  all  the  day  long,  and  we  shall  always  be  filled  with  the  Spirit  of 
God  ;  and  when  we  are  at  meetings  like  this,  we  will  leave  them  with- 
reluctance,  and  we  will  be  led  to  say,  when  shall  we  have  an  opportunity 
of  coming  up  again,  to  be  taught  in  the  things  which  belong  to  our  salva- 
tion. I  have  a  desire  to  see  the  work  roll  on,  and  I  desire  to  live  to  see 
Christ  our  Lord  come  to  this  earth. 

"What  do  the  people  of  the  world  know  about  God?  or  his  cause? 
What  have  their  principles,  preaching,  and  teachings  done  for  them  ? 
They  have  made  them  narrow  like  their  religion  ;  but  is  that  the  case 
with  the  saints  ?  No  :  we  have  got  the  knowledge  as  to  what  salvation 
is,  and  God  has  given  us  this  knowledge.  Brethren  and  Sisters,  '  go-a- 
head' in  this  work  I  stand  close  to  each  other,  and  remember  there  is  no 
true  satisfaction  out  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  but  everything  is  satisfac- 
tory that  is  in  it.  I  am  happy  in  this  church,  and  I  know  all  wlio  seek 
to  do  the  will  of  God  will  be  happy.  I  am  glad  of  what  I  have  learned 
in  this  work,  and  1  know  if  we  want  to  learn,  we  must  seek  light  and 
intelligence  from  above.  I  want  to  be  humble  that  I  may  get  that 
knowledge  and  intelligence   1  stand  in  need  of.     May  God  pour  out  of 
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Ills  Holy  Spirit  on  you  that  ye  may  be  faithful  unto  the  end.     Amen." 
Meeting  adjourned  until  6.45  p.m.  , 


Sunday  Evening,  6.45  o'clock. 
The  Conference  was  again  called  to  order  by  President  Martin,  by 
singing  and  prayer;  after  which 

Elder  Andrew  Ferguson  being  called  upon  said : — "  My  brethren 
and  sisters,  I  feel  happy  on  this  occasion,  iti  being  privileged  to  partake 
of  the  influence  which  is  and  has  been  with  you  this  day.  It  is  a  great 
task  for  uie  to  address  you,  for  I  feel  that  you  know  as  much  as  I  do  in 
relation  to  the  principles  of  tliis  church  ;  but  I  desire  to  speak  as  the 
Spirit  shall  dictate,  and  I  know,  that  inasmuch  as  I  speak  by  this  influence 
that  I  shall  speak  tlie  mind  and  will  of  God  conceruing  you.  I  can  say 
with  my  brethren,  that  the  Spirit  of  God  has  been  here  this  day,  and  I 
am  desirous  that  we  may  profit  by  what  we  have  this  day  received.  You 
have  been  called  upon  this  day  to  contribute  one-tenth  of  your  income 
as  tithing,  to  help  to  build  a  temple.  Some  may  say  that  this  is  a  iiard 
matter;  but  if  you  try  your  best  you  shall  find  that  God  will  bless  you 
with  power  to  accomplish  the  things  that  are  required  of  you  ;  and  the 
blessings  you  shall  receive,  shall  be  better  than  the  richest  treasures  on  the 
earth,  and  the  Spirit  of  God  wilt  sustain  you  in  the  hour  of  trial ;  and  if 
you  are  united  in  love  and  faith,  you  can  accomplish  anything,  even  the 
great  ends  of  Heaven  in  these  last  days.  I  rejoice  to  see  the  prosperity 
of  this  Conference;  it  gives  joy  to  my  soul,  you  being  the  first  people  I 
became  acquainted  with  in  this  church.  I  may  say  that  I  never  realised 
rj  ore  of,  God's  goodness  than  at  the  present  time,  and  I  know  that  the 
greater  the  responsibility  that  is  placed  upon  us,  the  more  power  we  shall 
receive  from  on  High.  Brethren  and  fSisters,  live  in  peace  and  love  with 
one  another.  Husbands  love  your  wives,  and  wives  love  and  obey  your 
husbands.  Sustain  and  uphold  each  other  in  the  Lord.  And  wives 
should  have  that  faith  in  their  husbands,  in  this  church,  as  to  prefer  that 
they  should  minister  to  them  before  any  other  man ;  for  a  wife  (if  she  has 
the  Spirit  of  God)  should  know  if  her  husband  is  a  good  man,  and 
consequently  should  have  faith  in  him.  I  desire  your  faith  and  prayers, 
for  I  know  my  weakness  ;  yet,  I  do  not  wish  to  be  any  one  else  than 
Brother  Ferguson,  and  you  cannot  make  me  anything  else.  Be  faithful, 
brethren  and  sisters,  and  God  will  bless  you.  This  is  my  prayer.  Even 
so.     Amen. 

Elder  Brewerton. — "  Brethren  and  Sisters,  in  rising  to  address  you, 
I  feel  something  like  Brother  Ferguson,  that  it  is  a  task  to  speak  to  those 
who  know  as  much  as  myself,  and  I  must  say  that  I  have  felt  vevy  little 
this  day  in  listening  to  the  great  things  that  have  been  said  and  done. 
It  is  evident  that  we  all  have  duties  to  perform,  and  it  should  be  our 
every  day  object  to  ascertain  their  nature,  and  also,  the  best  way  to 
accomplish  them ;  and,  if  we  do  our  best,  we  may  then  be  free  from 
condemnation.  What  is  right  for  one  man  to  do,  is  not  always  right  for 
another  Our  duties  are  various,  according  to  the  circumstances  uuder 
which    wc   are   placed  ;  for  instance,   with  regard   to  t!ie   Holy    Ark   of 
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Ancient  Israel,  the  anointed  ones  could  handle  it  with  safety;  but  wheii 
it  was  about  to  fall,  and  one  stretched  forth  his  unauthorised  hand  to  stay 
it;  what  was  the  result  although  the  individuafs  design  was  good?  why 
it  drew  down  the  vengenge  of  an  offended  God ;  and  so  it  is  with  us,  we 
have  to  do  those  things  which  are  for  us  to  do,  and  then  we  shall  have 
the  smile  of  heaven  upon  us  ;  but  if  we  tamper  with  things  which  are  too 
great  for  us,  we  are  sure  to  suffer.  This  will  apply  to  what  our  Pastor 
has  said  about  maliing  covenants  in  these  lands.  We  must  seek  to  be 
governed  by  that  Priesthood  which  God  has  placed  on  the  earth,  if  we 
would  receive  the  blessings,  which  are,  in  the  ministrations  of  that  Priest- 
hood. Have  you  not  had  dreams  and  visions  that  have  opened  to  your 
view  the  beautiful  places  of  Zion,  both  of  what  she  is  now,  and  what  she 
will  be,  and  which  has  inspired  our  souls  to  go  where  God  wills  us  to  be? 
But  remember  this  is  not  to  be  accomplished  without  difficulty  and 
tribulation.  I  wish  to  see  you  prepared  for  these  things,  to  have  on  the 
Armour  of  Righteousness,  so  that  you  may  stand  when  the  great  day  of 
trial  shall  come.  And  should  we  be  called  to  lay  down  our  bodies  in 
death,  what  of  that?  if  we  are  right  in  spirit,  we  shall  die  in  a  good 
cause,  and  the  memory  of  the  just  shall  never  die.  Think  of  this.  I 
pray  my  heavenly  Father  to  bless  you  with  a  proper  sense  of  these  things. 
Even  so.     Amen. 

F.  C.  Robinson  said: — "  I  must  confess  that  I  did  not  expect  to  have 
to  speak  to  you  this  evening,  my  mind  being  otherwise  absorbed,  yet 
allow  me  to  say  that  I  have  felt  happy  this  day,  and  feel  assured  that  the 
saints  have  felt  the  goodness  of  God  this  day,  in  that  he  has  so  copiously 
poured  out  his  Spirit  on  his  servants,  as  to  enable  them  to  give  counsel 
and  teaching,  so  suitable  to  our  circumstances  and  necessities.  We  have 
felt  happy,  and  happiness  is  the  aim  of  the  Latter-Day  Saints,  aud  when 
it  is  truthful,  is  is  ever  the  fruit  of  exaltation.  The  reception  of 
intelligence  is  exaltation  to  the  spirit,  and  then  we  are  made  happy.  My 
heart  has  responded  to  the  things  that  have  transpired  here  to-day,  and  I 
feel  that  it  has  been  a  privilege  to  be  in  your  midst,  and  to  partake  of  the 
influence  which  has  pervaded  your  bosoms,  it  is  the  greatest  point  in  my 
ambition  to  be  with  this  people,  and  to  act  as  becomes  a  servant  of  God 
continually ;  and  1  desire  to  cultivate  the  truthful  spirit  of  subordination, 
for  this  is  the  secret  of  all  government  which  is  successful.  Men  talk  of 
equality,  (which  is  chartism  in  Britain)  but  I  know  of  no  such  principle 
in  the  economy  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  which,  in  my  estimation,  has  the 
only  true  aristocracy  in  existence,  and  more  especially  that  of  intelligence. 
God  has  instituted  a  channel  through  which  the  waters  of  life  and  salva- 
tion may  flow,  and  the  head  of  which  is  an  exclusive  fountain,  from  which 
the  sons  and  daughters  of  men  are  to  receive  the  streams  of  heavenly 
intelligence ;  and  this  is  the  Priesthood.  And  it  matters  not  how  weak  a 
man  may  feel  if  he  is  placed  by  legal  authority  to  lead  the  affairs  of  any 
part  of  the  Church  of  God;  so  long  as  he  keeps  faithful,  that  man  can 
confront  the  greatest  who  are  under  his  charge,  for  God  is  with  him, 
assisting  him  to  steer  the  bark  of  salvation.  Then  let  us  ever  feel  to  cry 
to  God  and  our  Brethren,  that  we  depend  upon  them  for  salvation. 
There  are  none  here  who  are  perfect,  for  we  are  all  seeking  that  path 
which  will  lead  us  to  perfection ;  and  it  was  because  man  was  imperfect 
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that  God  sent  the  Gospel  to  earth.  Then  let  us  be  faithful,  and  the 
precepts  that  we  have  heard  this  day,  let  us  reduce  them  to  practice,  and 
as  we  have  received  a  good  influence  here  this  daj',  let  us  each  secure  a 
portion,  and  take  the  same  to  our  respective  spheres  of  action,  to  our 
homes  and  to  our  "  firesides,"  and  let  it  serve  us  until  we  meet  again  in 
Conference,  and  then  we  can  come  up  for  a  fresh  supplj'.  I  desire  that 
I  with  you,  may  continue  to  grow  in  wisdom,  knowledge,  and  purity,  and 
live  to  see  the  Coming  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ.  Even  so. 
Amen." 

Elder  Chalmers  then  being  called  upon,  said  he  did  not  feel  a  desire 
to  say  much,  but  he  felt  happy,  and  testified  to  the  truth  of  the  work 
which  we  were  engaged  in,  and  felt  a  desire  to  go  on  in  it,  and  said: — 
"  I  know  it  is  necessary  to  be  in  subordination  to  those  over  us,  and  I 
pray  that  God  may  bless  us  in  all  things.     Amen." 

Pastor  Campbell  then  said: — "My  Brethren  and  Sisters, — At  the  re- 
questof  President  Martin,  I  rise  to  make  a  few  remarks.  I  know  that  the 
good  spirit  has  been  here  to-day — you  all  have  felt  it.  Elder  Robinson  has 
said  there  is  an  aristocracy  in  the  church  ;  yet  it  is  not  an  aristocracy  like 
that  of  the  world.  It  presses  them  down  ;  ours  lifts  us  up.  Yet  many  of 
the  evils  in  the  world  are  not  caused  by  aristocracy  ;  but  by  the  evil 
passions  of  the  people.  The  cry  is  for  liberty  ;  but  who  can  enjoy  it,  if 
they  are  slaves  to  their  own  passions  and  evils.  There  are  evil  influences 
abroad  in  the  earth  that  are  deluding  mankind ;  such  for  instance  as 
Mesmerism,  and  Animal  Magnetism,  as  it  is  called.  The  people  are 
getting  Revelation  now,  but  not  from  God ;  and  even  those  who  were 
infidels  before,  are  now  brought  to  acknowledge  the  existence  of  Spiritual 
influence.  Saints!  with  regard  to  Animal  Magnetizers,  Spiritual  Rappers, 
Soothsayers,  and  Astrologers,  have  nothing  to  do  with  them — they  are  of 
the  Devil.  If  j'ou  want  to  hear  from  the  Lord,  be  patient,  help  to  build 
ths  temple,  live  pure  and  holy,  so  you  may  enter  therein,  and  learn.  Did 
Jesus,  though  he  was  tempted  forty  days,  ever  go  to  Satan  for  Revelation  ? 
No.  Abide  in  the  councils  of  the  Servants  of  God,  and  Satan  will  have 
no  power  over  you.  Elders,  seek  to  live  bj'  every  word  that  cometh 
from  God.  You  have  done  well,  but  remember  you  are  liable  to  be 
overcome;  and  the  Lord  said  to  Joseph,  if  we  have  his  law  and  his  word 
revealed  to  us,  and  abide  not  in  it,  we  shall  be  damned.  Be  faithful  then, 
and  bear  your  trials  and  burdens  with  patience,  and  the  day  shall  come, 
when  you  shall  be  with  the  Saviour  on  the  earth.     Amen." 

President  Martin  then  arose,  and  said: — "Our  time  for  this  day's 
Conference  is  nearly  expired ;  and,  in  conclusion,  I  would  say  to  the 
Travelling  Elders,  that  I  will  look  to  them  for  the  carrying  out  of  ail 
the  measures  that  have  been  adopted  here  to-day.  The  same  I  would  say 
to  the  Presidents  of  Branches,  to  the  Elders  and  to  the  Priests,  &c-;  and 
1  will  say  that,  inasmuch  as  you  carry  out  the  measures  of  this  Conference, 
you  will  be  blessed  with  the  spirit  of  God,  and  have  much  cause  to  rejoice 
all  the  day  long.  Go  then.  Brethren,  and  feel  after  the  Salvation  of  the 
people,  and  the  interests  of  the  Church ;  and  may  God  prosper  and  bless 
you.     Amen."     Conference  adjourned. 
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The  Clerk  of  the  Conference  requests  that  the  Blesidents  of  Branches 
will  look  more  particularly  after  the  various  items  to  be  sent  for  insertion 
in  the  Conference  Record,  as  some  neglect  these  things  from  time  to  time.
